MOSS  IN  YOUR  LAWN  AND 

WHAT  TO  DO  ABOUT  IT 

A  wide-spread  notion  has  been 
that  the  presence  of  moss  in  your 
lawn  was  a  positive  proof  that  the 
soil  was  acid  and  sour  and  that 
lime  should  be  used  to  correct  this 
condition.  Experiments  have  prov¬ 
en  that  lime  will  not  check  the 
growth  of  moss.  Certain  experi¬ 
ments  have  even  proven  that  the 
lime  encouraged  its  growth.  The 
best  method  of  ridding  your  lawn 
of  moss  is  to  improve  the  drainage 
in  case  you  find  it  defective — or  to 
fertilize  the  spots  with  a  nitrogen¬ 
ous  fertilizer.  However,  you  must 
first  rake  your  lawn  two  or  three 
times  to  loosen  up  the  moss  and 
take  off  all  surplus  accumulations. 
Then  apply  a  well-balanced  fertil¬ 
izer  such  as  Vigoro.  This  should  be 
done  about  three  times  during  the 
season,  raking  the  lawn  well  be¬ 
fore  each  application.
